During March 1951, two unspecified en*ineer battalions had betun work on the 
sonstruction of underfround ammunition dugps near th villare of dica, 
approximately six kilometers east of Nis. 


The under*round ammunition dumps of the 39 Air Foree Division in Nie were 
located on 8 hill called Warkovo Kole. 4n unidentified infantry company 
manned the “uard posts which were situated around the ammunition dumps. 


All of the buildin’s of the pre-iorld war IT airplane factory in Rankovivevo 

and all of tha buildin’s on the airfield at Yankovicevo, which were destroyed 
d@urin® orld War II, have never been reconstructed. However, the airfield 

at Rankovicevo was repaired and was put to use as & 25X11 
secondary military airfield. e"edly there were no buildin’s or other 
iustallations on this airfield. 


The Superior Wilitary Court of the 3 Lilitary District was located in 
Kratujevace In Ogtober 1949, a certain Zivanovie and a certain Second 
Lieutenant Jovanovic were the prosecutors. 


The Nis Military Prison was located on Crveni Krat, opposite a power plant. 

The prison provided temporary quarters for individuals who were sentenced 

tbo serve lon? terms until they could be transported to the island of Krk, 

where they were assivmned to forced labor in the marble mines. 25X11 


In 1950 there were approximately 80 officers and 50 soldiers confined at the 
Nie iilitary Prison. Amon® the soldiers in custody were Ljuboo liilenkovski, 

former student, and Slobodan Spirovski, a forner fron—Valas. ¢ 
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of these soldiers had been sentenced to terms of six years of imprisonment 
-on the charge of promoting proeIMRO activities in the Army. The majority 
of officers detained at the Nis Military Prison were high ranking officers 
who had been given long prison terms either for romoting alleged pro= 

Cominform activities or for sabotage.
